Proclaimed the Day and Not One 
Has Declined to Do So. 


DUBIOUS OUTLOOK fOli KUG GOAL 


Washington, Oct. 23.—Liberty Loan day tomorrow will be a 
state as well as a national holiday. 


Their interest in the day, stirred by a telegram sent out by Secre- 
tary McAdoo, virtually all governors have proclaimed the day a 
holiday. 


Responses of residents of the 
various states to the proclama- 
tions have been quick and gener- 
ous. 
Arrangements have been 
made to hold meetings in all parts 
of the country to urge the neces- 
sity of buying Liberty Loan bonds. 


Thus far not a single governor has de- 
clined to proclaim Liberty day a state 
holiday in part at least. 


Some found it inconvenient to make 
the entire day a holiday so they made a 
holiday for the afternoon. Almost every 
governor who replied to the secretary's 
telegram added a few words of encour- 
agement for the loan. 


The signal for the lighting of liberty 
fires throughout the country will be given 
tonight when Mrs. W. G. McAdoo, chair- 
man of the women's Liberty loan com- 
mittee, lights a bonfire at the Washing- 
ton monument, using for the purpose a 
caiidlebraum which 
once 
belonged to 
Napoleon Bonaparte, and containing a 
trench candle made in Quebec. Faggots 
to be lighted by Mrs. McAdoo are of 
wood made from historic places in many 
states. 


Still Far to Go. 


The liberty loan drive entered the 
second day of the home stretch with 
treasury department officials far from 
sanguine that the $5,000,000,000 wiU 
be reached. 
Their lack of optimism 
is due to the fact that e.stimates ba.sed 
on latest official reports of sales and 
fragmentary unofficial 
reports indi- 
cate total subscriptions' of more than 
$2,000,000,000 
and possibly 
$2,500,- 
000,000. 
The official reports, which 
up to the close of business on Oct. 20, 
showed subscriptions of $1,338,904,900. 


Although Liberty Loan day tomor- 
row is expected to help, officials de- 
clare that only the most .strenuous ef- 
forts can bring the amount up to the 


maximum sought. 
An avalanche of 
dollars will be necessary, it Is stated. 


Loan is Lagging. 


The liberty loan was still lagging to-

Bourbonne, Les Baines, France, Oct. 
22.— (By the Associated Press.)—The 
L-49, the only Zeppelin to fall into the 
hands of the allies intact, struck Its 
colors to the shotgun of a local work- 
man named Boiteux. 
Lieutenant La- 
targue, 
of 
the 
Crocodile Escadrille, 
«ringed the Zeppelin, forcing it to land. 


About 9:30 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing Boiteux was walking in a field with 
L dog and a gun when he heard the 
sound of motors. 
He looked up and 
«aw the Zeppelin surrounded by air- 
planes which were peppering it. 
The 
monster was flying very slowly and 
very low. 
Suddenly the bows dipped 
Into 
clump of trees and the airship 
came to a standstill, subsiding gently 
across a narrow ravine in the bottom 
of which runs a brook. 


"Immediately," 
said 
M. 
Boiteux, 
"the nineteen men of the crew clam- 
bered to the ground. The last to leave, 
who I afterward found was the cap- 
tain, lined them up in good order and 
said something to them, probably his 
last instructions. He then fired a pistol 
Into the envelope. 


"I-at once grasped that he'intended 
to set fire to the Zeppelin and deter- 
mined to stop him at any cost. 
I was 
about thirty yards away from him. 
I 
loaded my 
gun 
with buckshot and 


shouted: 
" 'Stop that or I will do some 
shooting.' 


"The threat was enough, the cap- 
tain dropped his gun, threw up his 
hand.s and cried: 
'Kamerad! Kam- 
erad." 
The men remained perfectly 
quiet under the cover of my gun until 
a crowd arrived and they were put 
under 
a 
good 
guard. 
The captain 
seemed furious at his fate but the 
men .seemed enchanted with the ad- 
venture."

Chicago, 111., Oct. 23.—"I 
believe 
that after the w a r is over we a r e golns 
to see the greatest business In 
the 
United States that we have ever seen. 
It may not come the first year, but it 
is coming." 


This prophecy is made by Howard 
Elliott of the Railroaders' W a r Board. 


"The movement of putting all the 
railroads in the country under this so- 
called war board," continues Mr. Elli- 
ott, "is of interest in another way than 
simply in its aspect of giving a higher 
efficiency for the use of the people of 
the United States. 


"Some say that the putting together 
of the railroads the way we have this 
year is an argument in favor of gov- 
ernment ownership. 


"I do not agree with that. 
I think 
•it means that the splendid initiative of 
the American business man, t h a t has 
built up this great transportation sys- 
tem that today is doing 20 to 25 per 
ceht more than 
it ever did 
before, 
even under the complicated conditions 
that confront us—it means that 
the 
initiative 
of 
the American 
business 
man, if not to m u c h fettered by small 
and nagging restrictions, can do more 
for the expansion of American business 
and the expansion of the country than 
we could possibly obtain under gov- 
ernment ownership. 


"I say this because that is one of 
the great problems that very likely will 
develop out of this war, and those who 
depend on a successful transportation 
system are the men who will have to 
help 
decide that great 
question 
by 
such views as congress gets from its 
constituents 
all 
over 
the 
United 
States."

"We on this side have no means of knowing

i 'ii. Jt may have fallen short of both needs 
i.iid expectations for anything we are likely 
to find out. tíkcptical reflection may be well 
\varrautcd. 


But there is something we of America ca,n 
do that will be much more^to the point than 
cherishing doubt of the success of the German 
war loan. 
AVe can make our own second

The people of Fort W ^ e , not excepting 
some hundreds who do not patronize it, are in 
favor of the maintenance and expansion of the 
municipal lighting system.

because there are few people in Fort Wayne 
so dense of understanding that they do not 
appreciate what the value of this public insti- 
tution has been and will be to them. 


It is calculable how many hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars the municipal lighting enter- 
prise has saved to the pockets of the pec|le 
of this city—^patrons of the opposition no less 
than patrons'of the city lights. It is not cal- 
culable how many millions of dollars it will 
cost the people of Fort Wayne if the city 
electric lighting enterprise were to be sub- 
jected to policies of depreciation and ultimate 
ruin. Private lighting enterprises are estab- 
lished and maintained primarily to make 
money. 
Municipal utilities are 
established 
and maintained to render the best possible 
service at the least possible cost. 


Without the entrance of the municipal light- 
ing enterprise into this field the old franchise 
rate of 10 cents would still prevail and the 
people would be paying one-third mofe.for 
their domestic current than they now pay. 
If the bill that was prepared last winter for 
the relief of the Fort Wayne municipal light- 
ing department had not been strangled the 
people of Fort Wayne would today be pay- 
ing one-seventh, certainly, and almost one- 
third, possibly, less than the rates the city is 
forced by the public utilities commission to 
charge for current. The city is able to reduce 
the rate to consumers, but it is not permitted 
to reduce' it, because the competing interest 
objects.

The important statement made by 
M. Geoffray, the French ambassador 
at Madrid, that he was convinced that 
the'escape of the German submarine 
from Cadiz harbor was due to German 
corruption of certain Spanish subordi- 
nate authorities, is specially signif- 
icant. 
The whole Incident, indeed, is 
only another proof 
of the 
activity 
which still characterizes the German 
propaganda in Spain, and of the com- 
pleteness with which it has been or- 
ganized. There Is no question at all of 
Spanish good faith in the matter, as far 
as the chief authorities are concerned. 
Indeed, on ^ e first news of the matter, 
the action taken by the authorities cer- 
tainly lacked nothing in point of en- 
ergy or thoroughness. 
The chief su- 
perintendent of the Cadiz arsenal and 
the chief of the naval district were 
both relieved of their positions, whilst 
the government promteed a full in- 
vestigation into the whole matter. The 
result of that 
investigation 
will be 
awaited with Interest, but. meanwhile, 
it is particularly welcome« to find that 
the incident has not produced, as It 
was clearly hoped It might, the least 
ill-feeling 
between 
the 
Allies 
and 
Spain. 
In fact,' the Spanish foreign 
minister, the Marques de Lema, in a

Take the outer and less tender stalks of 
celery that are often thrown away, cut 
them into half-inch pieces and cook in 
slightly salted water until tender. Drain 
and use half cupful of tliis water and half 
cupful of milk to make a white sauce. 
Add the celery to the sauce and pour over 
slices of nicely browned and buttered 
toast.

CEREMONIES WILL BE 
HELD NEXT SPRING 


Statue Will Be Set in Place 
During the Winter 
Months.

Fort Wayne if congress is not in ses- 
sion at the time and if national affairs 
are in position to allow his leaving 
Washington. 


The effort to bring President Wil- 
son here will be continued by the com- 
mittee. 
The unveiling of the cenotaph 
in honor of Fort Wayne's hero will be 
one of the most impressive ceremonies 
ever witnessed in the city, it is pla- 
nned. 
All school children will have a 
part in the service. 


Lexington day, on April 19, may be 
taken for the occasion of the dedi- 
cating of the heroic statue. 
Other 
historic days have been suggested to 
the committee in charge and an effort 
may be made to pick a memorial in- 
stance from the struggles of the old 
Fort Wayne days. 
The date of all im- 
portant Indian engagements in con- 
nection with the early fort will be 
learned. 


The granite base, upon which the 
statue proper is to stand, cannot be 
shipped from Vermont before the last 
of November or the first of December, 
the monument committee has been 
notified. 
Labor troubles and shipping 
difficulties occasion the delay. 


The base will be installed and the 
statue set in place during the winter 
months. 
The entire stone structui-e 
v/ill be encased in a large framework 
until the date set for the unveiling.

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 23.—The In- 
diana 2 cent railroad fare law as It 
applies to the Evansville & Indianap- 
olis railroad running between

Haute and Evansville was held uncon- 
stitutional and void today by Judge 
A. B. Anderson, of the United States 
district court here. 
The ruling was 
made when the 
court granted 
the 
petitiooi of William Kappes, the re- 
ceiver of the railroad, to incre.ise r>aR- 
senger and 
freight rates 
and also 
switching charges. 
Mr. Kappes said 
he could not predict passenger rate in- 
creases as yet. 
The revenue of the 
road has not been sufficient to me^t 
its expenses. 


Although the decisions to the va- 
lidity of 
the rate 
law was 
made 
effective as to the Evansville & Indi- 
anapolis railroad, its effect is to per- 
mit the receiver to increase rates re- 
gardless of the state law. 


Lawyers 
say 
that 
if 
the 
state 
officials should attempt to compel the 
receiver to charge the rates fixed by 
the Indiana law the whole question 
of the 2 cent fare statute as it af- 
fects all railroads would get into fed- 
eral court and result 
in a decision 
affecting all I'ates in the state.

In falling on the ball to his right the

Two Wholly Destroyed. 


"Two Zeppelins, 
entirely 
destroyed 
were attacked by our aviators and by our 
anti-air craft guns and came pown in 
the valley of the Saonne, alighting in 
the region of Sisterton. 
The crews, after 
having burned their Zeppelins, attempted 
to escape but were taken prisoners. 


"Two other machines -were seen in th< 
south. 
One landed at Larange, in tha 
lower Alps. 
The other was seen by t,ho 
aviation 
center 
at 
Frejus, 
drifting 
towards the sea in a vertical position, 
and disabled. 


"Thus probably the Germans lost five 
of their Zeppelins, which were all of the 
new type from 234 to 244 meters in 
length and carrying seven and nine en- 
gines, with from 1,500 to 2,000 horse- 
power." 


Kaiser's Zep Fleet Almost Gone. 


Summing up the extent of the disaster 
to the German air fleet, the report says 
that Germany altogether has constructed 
probably 100 Zeppelins, of which sixteen 
were destroyed 
before the 
war. 
The 
losses officially reported by the allies 
were six in 1914, sixteen in 1915, twenty- 
five for 1916 and three for 1917. 
Tims 
the minimum of sixty-six Zeppelins have 
been destroyed, to which'must be added 
Imlf a dozen more lost by accident and 
in experimental trials. 
Deducting ma- 
chines loaned to Bulgaria, Germany now 
has "only 
twenty-five 
super-Zeppelins. 
The 
greatest 
air 
fleet 
concentrated 
against England in Belgium and nortli- 
ern Germany has never amounted to more 
than sixteen Zeppelins.

At only one point in the southern part 
of Houtholst wood, were the Germans

On the eastern front the 
attempted German operations on the 
Esthonian mainland, north of the gulf 
of Riga, 
apparently 
have 
not pro- 
gressed as favorably as the naval pre- 
lude and the fighting for possession of 
the outlying islands. 
Petrograd 
to- 
day reports that an effort by the Ger- 
mans to effect a second landing on the 
coast about eight miles north of Wer- 
der, where they first put troops ashore, 
was frustrated by the Russians. 


Fifteen German 
fighting 
ships, In- 
cluding two dreadnaughts, were 
put 
out of action by the Russians during 
the action last week in and around 
the islands at the head of the Gulf of 
Riga. 
The Russian admiralty says the 
ultimate fate of the larger ships is not 
known, but that it has bee nestablish- 
ed the Germans lost at least six tor- 
pedo boats. 


The 
overwhelming 
.superiority 
of 
the German naval forcps told, how- 
ever, and the Russians were forced to 
retire with their units intact e.xcept 
for the battleship Slava and a large 
destroyer. 
The Russians are now pro- 
tecting the southern entrance to the 
Gulf of Finland, where it is reported 
(ierman submarines 
were 
observed 
Sunday. 


'>esel. -Moon and Dag«» islands are 
now completely in the possession of 
the German.s, who claim also the cap- 
ture of 20,000 prisoners, 100 guns and 
war material. 
The Germans also have 
reached the mainland of Esthonia on 
the Werder peninsula which Juts into 
Moon sound opposite Moon island. 


An unofficial report 
from 
Stock- 
holm says the Germans have gather- 
ed a large number of submarines and 
destroyers in the waters around east- 
ern Denmark in anticipation of an at- 
tempt by an entente fleet to force its 
way into the Baltic to aid the Russians. 


Minor operations undertaken by the 
French and British 
yesterday 
from 
Poelcapelle 
northward 
to the 
Hou- 
tholst forest were 
most 
successful. 
Heavy casualties were inflicted on the 
Germans and Field Marshal Plalg re- 
ports the capture of 200 prisoners. 


Paris, Monday, Oct. 22.—Official 
examination of the crews of the 
Zeppelins captured in France on 
returning from the raid over Eng- 
land shows the expedition con- 
sisted of thirteen airships which 
left singly from three depots on 
the night of October 19. 


The raid was expected to last 


j from twenty to twenty-five hour«. 
The raiders made for the Englisii 
coa.st, which was recognized by 
lighthouses. 


They were hampered 
considerably 
by the fire of British anti-aircraft guns 
and by numerous searchlights, which 
caused them to drop almost all their 
bombs while, sailing at* a height of 
more than 
16,000 
feet. 
They were 
caught by a strong northeasterly wind 
and when they attempted to return to 
their bases their speed v/as slackened 
by the persistant head winds. 


At dawn the L.-49, the airship which 
fell intact into the hands ofthe French, 
dropped to a lower altitude, her com- 
mander believing he was over Hol- 
land or Westphalia. 
The crew waved 
white 
flags. 
It was not until after S 
o'clock in the morning that the com- 
mander became certain he was over 
France and at the same time the Zep- 
pelin was .sighted by French airplanes, 
which forced it to land.

The I..-50 maneuvered for a 
landing in a neighboring wood, to give 
the members of the crew as good an 
opportunity as possible to save them- 
selves, but one car wa.s torn off.

HALF GERMANY'S 
SUPER ZEPPELIN 
FLEET CRUSHED 


FRIEDERICIISHAFEN M O n í : í S . 


Zurich, Monday, Oct. 22.— Frieder- 
ichshafen is in mourning over the lost 
of at least four Zeppelins in the ill- 
fated raid on England, according to ad- 
vices received here from Swiss towns 
on Lake Constance. 
The majority of 
the crews of the destroyed Zeppelins 
lived in Friederichshafen, where they 
received their training. 
The king of 
Wuerttemberg has sent 
mes.sages of 
condolence to the families of the men 
lost in the raid. 
The Swiss newspa- 
pers express the opinion that the dis- 
aster In France is a deathblow to air- 
craft of the Zeppelin type. 
The new- 
est Zeppelins, according to news re- 
ceived here, are 706 feet long and 78 
In diameter. 
They have eight engines 
developing 2,000-horse power and are 
able to stay in the air 50 hours with a 
crew of 20 men and a load of pi-ojai»- 
tlles.

A Terrible Threat. 


Reprisals were threatened in an official 
German communic9,tion 
which in part 
reads: 


"For every brick which 
falls 
from 
peaceftil German homes, whole rows of 
buildings will be overthroNvn in Pans" 


The official French report of the aa- 
tempted German raid reads as follows:^ 


"The first Zeppelin brought down fell 
at St. Clement, on the borders of the for- 
est of Mondon, ten kilometers from Lu- 
neville. 
It waa seen at 6:20 a. m. jour- 
neying with two other Zeppelins. It was 
at once attacked by one of our armies, 
"defense section. 
At first a series of 
shells were fired at the Zeppelin when it 
was distant about 4,000 meters. 
The 
Zeppelin promptly rose to a height of 
5,500 meters. 
In a fresh attack by the 
aircraft guns the fourth shell .«tiiick the 
outside envelope and the Zeppelin caught 
fire. 
It remained a mass of metal and 
India rubber and broken propellers. Five 
dead bodies, 
horribly 
mutilated, were 
found near the Zeppelin. 
Others must 
be J)uried under the ruins whicii arc still 
smoking. 
There could not have been 
any bombs left in the Zeppelin as no ex- 
plosions were heard. The apparatus had 
four propellers. 


Have Zep Intact.
